And becauſe 
our Saviour did not make fo ſuperſtitious an account of it, 
T therefore the Phariſee marvelled that he had not waſhed before 

| Ainner. Whereupon our Lord took occaſion to ſpzak#his : 

Fo mind freely to the Phariſees. | 

He told them, that while they took ſo much care to make 
clean the outſide, their inward parts were full of ravening 
and wickedneſs. And therefore he denotinced feveral woes 
againſt the Phariſees for being ſo over-nice and zealous about 

their external rites, that ſo they might app 


ear righteous unto 


wen , Whileſt in the mean time they wveg/efed the weightier 
matters of the Law,and were inwardly Fall of moſt dangerous 

-— , refervs, moſt wicked and abominable deſigns. 
| Upon this'the prod Phariſees weretforely netled, and 
preſegtly they were for revenge upon'our Saviour, cap. I 1. 
V.53, 54: As he ſaid theſe things anto themgthe. Secribes and 
the Phariſees began tourge him vehemently, and to / mpg him 
0 fpeak of many things, laying wait for him, and ſeeking to catch 
Yomrhing out of his month, that ' they might accuſe:him. .'And 
while they''were hot in diſcourſe ,' 7» tht mean time:there were 
gathered together an 1x76 aphgs + company of people , Ayopory

f hat they trode one upon anotÞer + and he began fo ſay to i 
ciples, ( they were neareſt to him', but fo as all the people 


heard )-and what did he fay 2 why, Firſt of all, beware of

Theſe Phariſees ir ſeems were a dangerous and enſnarin 
ſort of folk : they were men of the deepeſt diflimulation and 
diſguiſe; they were right skill'd, in the crafty tricks of infinu- 
ation and furprizal, and had alway treacherous deſigns upon 
ſuch as were not of their Sect and Perſuaſion. Oh the 
were a viperous generation ! They deviſed all the ways they 
could to catch and entangle our bleſſed Saviour : but he 
knowing' their hearts, could the better prevent and avoid 
them. Yer their guile teing not ſodiſcernitle to others, to 
the intent therefore that the harmleſs world might not any 
longer be ſo much abuſed-and impoſed on by their frauds; 
He made it his buſinels ever and anon to diſcover the wiles 
and arts of the Pharitees, and the danger of them ; and roſtyr 
up his Auditors with all earneſtneſs and importunity to have 
the mightieſt care of them that they could. As frſt of a/, 
( or chiefly and above all things ) to beware of this Leaven, 
the Leaven of the Phariſees, which is Hypocrifre. 


To give this Text -its due; I conceiv theſe three things

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 MEANOT. : Lea when it is uſed in religious and moral concerns 
( as. at; is alway. in the Scriptures ) it denotes/a-naughty per- 
ſon in theſhape and guiſe of one that is a. religious and-good 
man. - | 
The Heb. word nan ſignifyes both a wicked man and a 
deceiver, q. d. one that is really wicked, but deceivs men by 
ſceming otherwiſe, And our Saviour ſets forth the Hypo- 
' crites, Mat. 6. by their giving alms, and praying aud faſting:by - 
performing their religious exerciſes in the moſt eminent and- 
conſpicuous ways ; that they may be ſeen of men, and deemed 
to be, very holy perlons , when meanwhule their hearts are 
full of all abominations. 
\ As to the.rank and ſtation of Hypggriſfieamong the'vices, 
it ſtandeth in oppoſition to the chriſtian vertue ot ſimplicity 
and ſincerity whereof the Apoſte ſpeaks, 2. Cor. 1. 12. For 
our rejoycing, is this, the Teſtimony of our conſcience , that in ſim- 
plicity and godly ſincerity, not with fleſhly wiſedom , we have 
had our converſation here in this world ,- and more abundantl 
toward. you. Sincerity is that vertue whereby we do honeit- 
ly and fairly make known our minds, when it is proper to 
diſcover ourſelvs, to one another: and the Apoſtle had con- 
verſed ſo.ingenuouſly in this reſpe&,that he had.great com- 
fort in himſelfabout it, and he did evenrejoice to think on't. 
But, his converſation could have bin no ſuch Cordial to him, 
ifhe had had it in fle/hly wiſdom. e. if he had craftily impoſed 
| on the world by repreſenting things or perſons otherwiſe than 
1 indeed they.; were, with an evil purpoſe., Fle/hly, wiſedom 
is a general term ( I take it ) whereby the Scripture. intends 
all manner of craft.and guile for the promotion of naughty 
ends : but. when Religion or vertue is counterfeited for ſuch 
purpoſes, the Holy Ghoſt calls it by the more proper and 
ſpecial name of ZZypocrifie. ' TO ORR 
From what hath bin ſaid of Hypocriſic in general,we may 
adyenture theſe two Concluſions. 1. That the ſubjeCt matter 
of all Hypocriſie is an endeavouring to beguile the world

intoan erroneous opinion:of oneſelf, >." That thefortn and 
the form of Godlineſs , the ſhape and colour of Vertue and 
Religion. Accordingly we may define it : Zypocrifie is an 
endeavouring to deceive the world into an erroneous opinion of 
| oneſelf by ſacred pretences. This is the account of Hypocrt- 
fic in general. | 
The Scripture mentions two forts of it. One is a decei- 
ving men with pretences of love and friendſhip. Friendſhip 
and brotherly kindneſs , they are facred things; and when 
men mzke ſhew of theſe, and have none in their hearts, the 
Scripture calls it Zypocriſte. So we underſtand Solo- 
mon ; when h@faith, an Hypocrite with his month de- 
ftroyeth his neighbour. Such was the Hypocrifte of Foab to 
Abner ; and of Fudas in betraying his Maſter : 
8p 72 - and S. Paul's love without diſſimulation, and S. 
yu of Peter's love-unfeigned,, it isin the Greek «wn2/®-, 
love without FHypocrifie. | | 
But this cannot be the eminent Hypocriſie , the Leaven of 
the Phariſees, tora\much as this is common toall ſorts of men. 
Any baſe treacherous man , of whatſoever Profeſſion, Sec, 
or Perſuaſion, might then in our Saviour's time, and:may and 
do {ttll, uſe this Hypocrifie. Tt is indeed the defigne of all 
Hypocriſie, to beſeen and approved of men, to infinuate into- | 
and captivate the affeCtions of the ſpeators. But this any | 
other might do as well as the Phariſees ; ſo that this is not 
enough'tv ſet forth: the' diſtin and peculiar 'Hypocrifie of 
the Phariſees. $4, af 2g | 
There is therefore yet another ſort of Hypocriſie ſet forth: 
in the holy Scripture;and that is, an-endeayouring to deceive 
others-into an erroneous opinion of oneſelf, by pious and reli- 
g1ous pretences to Godward., ,The form of the other was in 
thew of friendſhip and kindneſs for man: This conſiſts of like | 
pretences- of reſpect for God. They may both bediſtinguiſht | 
into Ordinary and Extraordinary. Friendly Hypocrifie in 
Ordinary, is when we receive all common Civility and ufual 
reſpects.

we meet with a' multitude of fair words and endearing pre- 
teſtations, with high and mighty compliments from perſons

So for Religious Hypocriſie. The Ordinary fort of it is 
an- outward complyance with fuch Forms and Modes of 
Religion as the Law requires,and are generally in uſe among 
the people,when. all the while the heart goeth another way. 
This was their Hypocrifte of whom the Lord complains, 


Exec. 33. 31, 3z. They come unto thee as the people. cometh, 


and they fit before thee as eople, and they hear thy words, but 
they will hc them : for ah The mouth they Gridrnch Love, 
but their heart goeth after their Covetouſneſs. And lo thou art 
unto them as a very lovely ſong of one that hath a pleaſant voice, 
and can play well on an inſtrument ; for they hear thy words, but 
they do them not, q. d. they would refort to the places of the 
public worſhip of God, and therein demean themſelves ac- 
cording tothe venerable Sanftions of the times , when their 
hearts werequite eſtranged from it. Eh 
But neither could this be all the Hypocrifie of the Pharjſees, 
foraſmuch as the Sadduces or any other fort of men might 
be equally guilty of this Hypocriſie: Beſides, there is no 
ſuch danger of this Spot to others , as our Saviour 


1mplyes ot the Leaverrof the Phariſees by his earneſt caution 
in the Text. There is indeed argreat deal *of danger in this 


Hy pocrifie, to thofe perſons that are guilty of it; andthey 
will one day be convinced of it to their utmoſt peril, if they 


do'-not keep their hearts with all diligence, and endeavour tv 


ſuit them to their pretences in things of this nature. But 
there'is no' danger of ſeducing others intoany inconvemence 
by.it :' Becauſe this. is that which 1s 'required and expected 
fromthem, v7z. an outward conformity in'Religion. ' What 
danger is it ro me torecety common Civility from a man,

For how ſhould it move others, ifa.man at as they do , and 
as they require 2Ithe docs not mean as he pretends, who can 
rellthat ? The humane Laws can exact only outward com- 
plyance, they cannot ſearch the heart.  Becaule therefore 
there is no ſuch danger of this Hypocrilie , and what ever the 
danger be, becauſe we cannot diſcern the hearts of men, and 
know how to avoid it ; I conceiv this common fort , this 
religious Hy pocriſie in Ordinary. (,as;I. call it.). 1s, not the 
 Leaven of the Phariſees,which our Saviour does 10 earneſtly

"Bur, then there. is religious Hypocriſie in Extraordinary, 
4.e. when men will not þe content with thoſe forms and mea- 
ſures of Public Devotion which the Laws and practice of 
the Church do dirc&,,, but, muſt have New-Modes of their 
own deviſing ; and take larger meaſures than are.commonly 
uſed; that ſorhey. may be much obſerved ,.and thereby gain 
to.themſelvs ſom ſecular advantage, or do miſchief toothers.

[This was the Hy- 
pocriſie of Feroboamthe ſon-of Nebat, in ſetting up ſeparate 
places of public worſhip at Dan and Bethel; upon; pretence'ot 
eaſing the people; when'the deſign of. it wasor tear if they 
ſhould'go up to do ſacrifice at Jeruſalem; their hearts ſhould 
return to their Lord , even to Rehoboam Kirg of Judah: and 
this was the Hypocriſie of Judas, when he grudged the ex- 
pence of the” precious oy ntment on his Maſters head, ſaying, 
To what purpoſe is this waſt 2 for this oyntment might have bin 
fold for much, | and given to the poor. | This he ſaid, not that he 
cared for the poor ; but becauſe he was a thief, and had the bag, 
and bare that which was put therein.

they were:ſuch as adhered wholly to the written Law, and 
allowed only-of theScripture for the Canon of Religion. The 
other was called the Afidim, i. e. greater zealots in Religion 


than Ordinary ; they admitted ſundry additions to the Law,

Out of theſe ſprang 
the SeCt of the Phariſees, as you {hall hear by and by. | 
Xx. ' Concerning theſe Aſſidears; Scaliger in- 
-6 yo mngepragh forms us that tliey did-ſequeſter themſelvgs 
GO OP Rt ";;. rom worldly bufinels; and-of their own 
free accord devoted themſelvs in an extraordinary manner 
to matter$ of Religion; that they were a ſort of Guild or Re- 
ligious Corporation, concluded under certain Rules of Order 
and Fraternity. He ſuppoſeth them to derive trom the houſe 
of the Rechabites in this manner. The Rechabites ( ye know) 
of whom the Prophet Feremiah ſpeaketh, they inſtituted an 
auſtere Order of Religion and Devotion amongſt themſelvs: 
but rhe Captivity om upon them ſhortly after its inſti- 
ration, the Order was diflolved ; and again upon their return, 
the ſons of Fonadab renewed their former obſervations, and 
without. reſtriction of them to their own family, admitted 
whomfoever would, into their Order ; and then they went 
under the Denomination of Aſidears, 1.e. holy men conti» 
nually attending the ſervice of Religion. So Scaliger inter» 
prets Jeremiahs prophecy. that Fonadab ſhould not want a man 
to ſtand before the Lord, 3. e: to miniſter and attend holy 
duties , like as did Amma the Propheteſs. By the time of 
the Maccabees they were grown very conſiderable. Thus 
we. read, 1 Maccab. 2: 42. there reſorted to Mattathias a 
great company” of the Aſſideans, even all ſuch as were volunta- 
rily devoted to the Law. 
As for the particular Rites and Characters of rhis Order, 
beſide their continual attendance on holy duties, the Pro-

And they. wete {6 very right ar 
it that Innocence-itſelf could inot eſcape- them. -- Even the 
moſt holy and harmleſs Jeſus, notwithſtanding all the great 
good 'which he did amongſt them, and the meekneſy and 
gentleneſs of his- Carriage', "was irontinually'yilifyed' and 
reproached by them... Somtimes they v pbreided him” with 
the meannefs of his birth. Sometimes, tor 'the freedom of his 
converſation, they traduced him as a Winebibber and a glut- 
tou: For hisdivine power of healing and caſting out Devils, 
they reviled him as a Magician. For his moſt uſeful and 
obliging-demeagour wel. all-perſons , ' they accufed him 
of ambitious and ſeditious deſigns , as if he went to'ake 
himſelf a King. Nothing was great , nothing was excellent 
in him,but theſe folk found out fome way or other toſhurr ir, 
and run him down ——_y the ignorant and captious- multi:

By theſe their arts'of lion the Phariſees much incenſed 
the people againſt our Saviour , and not a little advanced 
themſelvs in their eſteem: ' For this ſucceſs with the Credu- 
lous fort is common to all Railers : Fortiter calumaniare, 
aliquid heerebit.. >7brow dirt fhoutly at a man; and' ſome of it 
will ſeick upoy-him.- .

And tho the great ones knew 
well enough how to excuſe themſelvs, yet ſtill they impoſed 
them on. their weak Proſelytes'on pain of Hell-fire. - They 
would ever and anon be calling upon them and-ſtirring them 
up to the {tri&t Obſervation of their things. They could often 
obje&t to them that they were not ſo frequent, or not ſofer- 
vent, ot fo long in their prayers as-they might be ; that 
their Phyla&teries were not ſo broad ,: but _ might _ 
more Commandments written:about them if they would: 
that their faſtings were.not ſo often nor ſo humbling ,' with 
ſuch like negative and indefinite cenſures- and intimations: 
And if they ſhould any of them commita fault, or omit ſome 
punctilio,.,or not beſo;demure and zealous'as: they preſeri- 
bed, they*could\mightily-exclaim-upon the ſin of it, -and tell 
them they could never enougyexpiare their negligence and 
backwardneſs in Gods Covenamt; and they would never have 
done withit. Such delinquenciesthey would keep upon re- 
cord,to throw them in the'teeth with upon all occaſions;that 
ſathey might-amuſe and-damp their ſpirits; and ſhackle-their: 
minds, and hold them. in durance- tothe moſt intenſe obſer- 
vance of their ſuperſtitions. . l | 

And this is alway the courſe of Religious Hypocrifie in 
Extraordinary. "It is no more than what men'muſt expect 
from it, where it does domineer, as the genuine operation of 
it, For that they may do it, that they may be thus imperious
